A SINGULAR AFFAIR OF HONOR. 

There arrived by the Edinburgh, on Sat- 
urday, from Europe, Oapta'ii 0. Lee Moses, 
of Saco, Maine, late United Slates astrono- 
mer, &o., who is yet the suffurer from the 
results of a singular and not unromaiitic af- 
fair of honor, which vvas fought on the Seine, 
near Paris, on the 18ih of August last. 

The particulars of the affair are as follows; 

Capt. Mo^es, although a South Carolinian 
by birth, is a strong and devoted adherent 
to the causa of the Union, aod during his 
journey throug'n ranee made no hesitation 
m expressing his sympathies and the feelings 
fur the UoitetbSlalos Oovemment, an-1 bis 
abhorrence of the Southern traitors and reb- 
els. Hon. F. G, Farquar, of Virginia, meet- 
ing the Captain at a hotel in Paris, and 
knowing his parentage, reproached him in 
opprobrious terms as a reoegide from his na- 
tive State. 

He charged him with being a traitor to the 
South, and a man of no honor because he 
abandoned her when she needed all tbo ser- 
vices of her sons, particularly her seamen 
and navigators. Ho took occasion in his vi- 
tuperation, also, to cast imputations upon the 
character of Northern hidies, which, as the 
Captain bad married a New England 
wi'e. was resontud by a tremendous hl"w, 
cotiroly doubling up t'ne chivalric Virginian 
and laying him in ordinary fur the remainder 
of the evening. 

Farquar was taken in charge of by his 
friends, and when he bad gathered his scat- 
tered faculties, sent a chatkngo to the Cap- 
tain by the hand of his friend Mons. Stepha- 
nie. The challenge recuived a prompt re- 
sponse, uiid not twenty-four hours from the 
first meeting »f the combatants they stoed 
on the banks of tbe Seine, prepared to take 
each olher’.s lives. The weapons selected 
were Derringer pistols, the distance ten 
paces, Ibeoombatants being ordered to wheel 
and fire at the given sigoal, Farquar was 
boastful and cuarso iti his manner aud re- 
marks. The Captain wsic calm, though Je- 



All being load;.', Capt.^Icaas handad two 
letters to hi« second, ou^ addres-ed to the 
,\merican Consul at Liverpool, and the other 
to his wife at 8aco, Maine, to be delivered in 
case be fell. He then removed his coat, 
bandaged back the hair from bia eyes, and 
took his position. The word was then given, 
and with a simultaneous report of both pis- 
tols tbe combatants fell to the ground. Both 
were shot through the bead. Farquar le- 
ceived a inoilal wound, with which he lin- 
gered several days, floaliy dying at a hamlet 
a few miles lioni Psri.s, wbeie he bad hoen 
removed to avoid, the noise of tbe city. 

Before dying he solicited an interview with 
Cipt. Moses, made an ai:kiiowledgement of 
bis base conduct, and B.ilicited the letter's 
forgiveness, which was freely granted. The 
Cepiain, escapiog from the French police, 
took refuge at Liverpool, where be was con- 
cealed by the American shippers of that 
city, and sent on to New York by the Edin- 
burgh. 

Ho is now at the Stevens House in this 
city, where he Les in a very .critical condi- 
tion. The balbof his adversary passing im- 
mediately under the ear, caused a severe con- 
cussion of the brain, which was more dan- 
gerous from tbe fact that tbe Captain had re- 
ceived a severe wound in the bead in the 
.Mexican war. He bleeds frequently from 
the ears, and remains in a condition con- 
stantly threatening apoplexy.

How Bomb-Sheels are Made. — The 
manufacture of bomb shells is very interest- 
ing. The shell is first filled with old-fash- 
ioned round leaden bullets; meltod sulphur 
is then poured in to fill up the interstices 
and bind the bullets in one aulid mass; the 
shell is then put into a kind of lathe, and a 
cylindrical hole of the exact size of the ori- 
fice of the shell is bored through the bullets 
aod Sulphur. This cavity is filled with pow 
der even with the interior edge of the ori- 
fice, a 6-inch shell of the kind here described 
holding about half a pound. The fuse fitted 
into the orifice is a recant Belgian inveniiun, 
made of pewter, and re.sombles tbe screw- 
cap used for the patent fruit cans. An ex- 
amination of thi.s pewter cap shows, however, 
that it is made of twa hollow discs of metal 
screwed together, and filled with meal pow- 
der. A number of fine holes are drilled in 
the lower disc, while the outer disc is entire 
and marked with figures in the circle, 1, 2, 
3, 4. In this state the shell is water proof 
When taken for use, tbe gunner, by means of 
a small steel instrument, scoops out a por- 
tion of the outer soft metal surface, and lays 
bare the charge of composition powder 
low it. If the shell is desired to explode in 
one eecond after leaving tbe gun the .scooping 
is made on the figure 1; if in two seconds, 
on the 9gure 2, and so on; the idea being 
that tbe shells of this description shall first 
strike the object aimed st and do execution 
as a ball, and then explode, sending tbe bul- 
lets forward ' ' if from another cannon, loca- 
ted at the point whore the flight of tbe shell 
is arrested. Large shells of eight or ten 
inches are filled with powder only, and, 
bursting, do execution by means of their 
fragments. These large shells are generally 
fired by means of a fuse of meal powder, ex- 
tending through a brass plug screwed into 
the mouth of the shell. Iu both cases tbe 
fuse is fired by the ignition of the charge in 
tbe gun.

Possessed of a masculine anderstanding, 
great public spirit, equal liberality, and emi- 
nently prudent, she was well fitted for tbe 
siation into which Providence now brought 
her. She had her failings; but they were 
very light and siuall compared with her many 
aud eminent virtues.

General Sherman : — 

Sir: Mr. V. B. Young, a Union member 
of the Legislature from Bath, informs ua 
that, in t'ue adjoining county of Fleming, 
many persons have been apprehended mere- 
ly ou account of their southern sympathies 
and secession opinions, without proof or im- 
putation of any, overt act of treason or aiding 
treason; and hS says that apprehending the 
like treatment, many cilisens of his county 
who intended to remain quietly at home, 
and had done no illegal act, have fl -d and 
are joining Breckinridge at Preslonsburg. — 
The procedure, though only retaliatory, 
seems to us to he incon-tisfent with General 
Alider.soD’8 proclamation, with the spirit of 
onr law, and with jirudest policy; and if it 
shall be persisted in and bfeorao general, we 
apprehend it will necessarily lead to tbo 
augmentation of the Soutlioni force, and to 
the exasperation of the civil war in Ken- 
tucky. 

Mr. Young will explain the object of his 
vi.-^it to y ou on this important subject. He 
may be fully accredited and Safely trusted. 
Ho wants authentic confirmation of what we 
fiolieve to he your programme of policy con- 
cerning the secessionists in Kentucky, so as 
to he able to assure the neutral portion of his 
"S-mthern Bights” constilnents.

Fellow-Citizens;— You have assembled 
together in arms against your Government, 
against your Slate, your neighbors, and in 
some instances, your nearest relatives, with- 
out any cause, or any object that is worthy 
of brave and good men. What has your 
country done that you should rise against it, 
or what good will it do you to murder the 
people, burn and pillage the towns and over- 
throw the Constitution and I aw.s of Ken- : 
tuckv? If you could accomplish this yon 
would bo the most wretched as you would 
btcomo the most wicked of men. The mass 
of you cannot wUh to do Ibis' Out be as- 
sured the luin you propose by your acta to 
bring upon the people of Kentucky, will fall 
upou your own heads if yon persevere.

— Forty-, 
one persona, most of them wemen and cbilj 
dren, arrived in this city on Tbursda y las 
from their homes in Knox and Laurel coun- 
ties. They were flying from the persecu- 
tions and annoyances of Zollicofifer’s ma- 
rauders. 

One of the persons constituting this little 
band of refugees (Mr. Vsnnoy) is a minister 
in the Chris’ ixo Church, aud he gave a most 
heart-rending account of the dieadfiB state 
of things in the mountains ciused ny tho 
reckless and uoprincipled followers of the 
rebel Zollicatror. Ho was an eye-witnesa 
(if many nf their atrocious acts of randslism, 
h»v'*!5 been present at L^n-ion, Laurel cemn- 
ty, when the rt-bel forces entered and took 
po-scssiou of that place, and for .several boors 
w.ui detained by them a prisoner. He states 
that they look from tho stores, groceries and 
p.'ivate dwellings everything they desired; 
but seemed to be more particularly $olicitous 
for clotbing, shoes, blankets and proyis'cns. 
Fbey also took possession ot and drove off all 
the live stock upon the farms in that ooun- 
iry, and many persons hid been robbed of 
*11 tho hrses, cattle, sheep and hogs that they 
possessed. They even went further, and in 
ihe spirit of mere wantonness and brutality 
they destroy e l w’uit tha y did not want, even 
lo tuerloiiiiDg of the women and children. 

Mr, 'V .annoy, who by tbe way Is a plain, 
iioeducated, but evidently an honest, pious 
man, inkirms u.s that nearly all the young 
aud able-bodied men of that section ol the 
State h'sd, previous to the invasion of the 
State hy Zolliooffer, enlisted in tbe military

The'old men ari^lhe women and 
children, who were left behind, bo represents
